REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Protection:   Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business.   Forest  Fire 
prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen 
forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  was  the 
responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our 
legislature  established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  I9O3.   Since  that  date,  the  State  has 
appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement 
in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must  be  approved  in 
writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed 
by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.   The  cost  of  fire  suppression 
is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  forest  fire  training  costs . 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has  given  New  Hamp- 
shire one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Foremost  in  peoples  minds  are  taxes  and  inflationary  pressures  which  adversely  affected 
us  like  everyone  else.  The  Town  had  to  play  "catch  up"  with  its  budget  after  years  of 
practically  no  increases  and  the  result  was  a  13$  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  In  spite  of 
this  our  tax  rate  remained  in  the  lowest  2%   of  all  New  Hampshire  towns .  One  large  reason 
we  have  been  able  to  do  comparitively  well  has  been  the  prudent  use  of  Revenue  Sharing 
funds  and  Capital  Reserve  Funds .  The  latter  are  similar  to  savings  accounts .  While  other 
towns  had  to  purchase  capital  equipment,  on  credit  such  as  bond  issues ,  we.  were  able  to 
pay  cash  and  thereby  avoid  interest  charges  and  greatly  added  demand  for  the  tax  dollar. 
Consequently,  the  new  International/Grumman  Fire  Truck  and  the  new  fire  station  on  Birch 
Road  did  not  directly  effect  the  tax  rate  this  year. 

These  additions  to  an  already  outstanding  Volunteer  Fire  Association,  gives  them  the 
capability  to  respond  to  fire  calls  in  the  South  Deerfield  and  Middle  Road  areas  in  less 
than  half  the  previous  time.  Residence  within  a  radius  of  3  miles  of  this  new  sub  station 
can  now  apply  for  lower  fire  insurance  rates. 

The  Freeses  Pond  Dam,  or  lack  of  one,  remains  a  troubled  area.  Efforts  were  made  to 
form  a  Water  District  in  order  to  purchase  the  dam  site  and  arrange  financing  to  contruct 
a  dam.  But  the  residents  of  the  area  voted  this  idea  down.  No  further  efforts  were  made 
pending  the  1981  Town  Meeting. 

Lee  Roofing  of  Candia  was  awarded  the  contract  for  a  new  roof  on  the  Town  Hall.  Paul 
Theim  of  Epsom  drilled  a  new  well  for  the  Town  Garage/Police  Station. 

By  mid  year,  resignations  from  the  Police  Dept.  began  in  earnest  culminating  with  the 
resignation  of  the  Police  Chief  on  Oct  1.  A  temporary  Police  Chief  was  appointed  who, 
along  with  the  one  remaining  police  officer  and  the  State  Police,  provided  adequate  pro- 
tection of  the  town  until  a  new  department  was  organized.  By  years  end  the  formation  of 
a  new  department  was  well  underway. 

The  Board  sincerely  regrets  the  loss  of  Tom  Dale  as  our  Administrative  Assistant. 
Shirley  Winslow,  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  now  a  full-time  position. 

The  house  numbering  system  and  repairs  to  the  Pleasant  Lake  Dam  and  adjacent  road,  are 
continuing  projects . 

On  September  3,  the  Board  awarded  the  golden  headed  Boston  Post  cane  to  our  oldest 
citizen  of  Deerfield,  -  Lucinda  Chase  -  92  years  young.

MUNICIPAL  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  MBC,  as  mandated  by  law,  has  submitted  a  recommended  Town  Budget  and  School  Budget 
for  action  by  the  voters  at  the  respective  Annual  Meetings. 

The  first  step  the  committee  took  was  to  request  budgets  from  the  Selectmen  and  School 
Board  to  adhere  as  close  as  possible  to  "a  no  increase  budget".  The  Committee  feels  that 
with  the  present  economic  situation  that  additional  taxation  is  a  burden  that  the  taxpayer 
can  ill  afford.  The  individual  has  had  to  cut  back  on  personal  expenditures  and  should 
expect  the  same  of  the  Selectmen  and  School  Board.  The  Selectmens  budget  approaches  this 
goal.  The  School  Budget,  appears  to  ignore  the  goal. 

The  Committees  second  concern,  after  presenting  the  budgets,  is  the  lack  of  participation 
by  the  people  who  ultimately  will  be  paying  the  taxes.  Many  programs  have  been  tried; 
mailings,  posters,  newspaper  articles,  etc.,  to  attract  large  audiences  at  the  Open  Hear- 
ings where  input  to  the  Committee  would  be  invaluable.  Attendance  has  been  poor;  one 
hearing  had  more  people  on  the  platform  than  in  the  audience.  The  Annual  School  Meeting 
which  votes  to  expend  78$  of  the  taxes  is  not  represented  by  a  like  percentage  of  the  voters. 
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The  taxpayer  has  the  final  say  at  the  Annual  Meetings  and  if  one  doesn't  participate,  one 
must  accept  the  consequences  without  complaint. 

The  Committee  commends  the  Fire  Dept.,  a  volunteer  non-salaried  group  of  dedicated  in- 
dividuals, in  establishing  a  satellite  fire  house  at  a  substantial  savings  to  the  Town, 
due  to  many  man-hours  put  in  at  no  charge.  The  Fire  Dept.  is  one  of  the  best  buys  in  town.

The  remaining  expenses  (in  excess  of  $1000)  were  paid  by  the  private  sector- 
We  strongly  suggest  any  future  Old  Home  Day  Committees  continue  to  follow  the  concept  of 
providing  a  day  of  relaxation  and  enjoyment  for  the  citizens  of  Deerfield  and  surrounding 
area  with  a  minimum  of  financial  burden  to  the  town.   Let's  make  our  own  fun  and  not 
attempt  to  buy  it. 

The  revival  of  Old  Home  Day  in  Deerfield  came  about  through  a  desire  by  a  group  of  citi- 
zens to  create  a  carefree,  non-commercial  pause  in  our  lives. 

Obviously,  when  the  complaints  outnumber  the  compliments,  when  the  planning  becomes 

drudgery  instead  of  pleasure,  Old  Home  Day  in  Deerfield  will  become,  once  again,  only  a 
memory .

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  this  department  during  the  last  twelve  months.  The 
resignation  of  the  past  Chief  of  Police  as  well  as  other  officers  left  the  town  with 
inadequate  police  protection.  The  Selectmen  obtained  the  services  of  the  Rockingham 
County  Sheriff's  Department  and  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  to  help  your  town 
through  this  crisis.  Mr.  Paul  Dewey  spent  countless  hours  as  your  newly  appointed  acting 
police  commissioner  who  oversaw  the  activities  of  the  police  department.  He  worked 
closely  with  the  only  active  special  police  officer,  Gary  Ray,  to  whom  much  of  the  credit 
belongs.  A  Police  Study  Committee  was  formed  headed  by  John  B.  McDuffee,  Chairman, 
Joanne  Wasson,  Clerk,  and  members  Robert  Birks,  Robert  McGowan  and  Frances  Wright.  Their 
detailed  recommendations  will  be  vital  to  aid  in  the  effectiveness  of  our  newly  formed 
police  department.  All  members  will  require  certification  and  training  according  to  the 
New  Hampshire  Police  Training  Council.  Additional  training  will  be  given  for  CPR  certifi- 
cation for  those  not  already  certified.  As  of  December  31>  1980  members  of  the  Deerfield 
Police  Department  include  Chief  Camille  Cote,  Lieutenant  Paul  Dewey,  Officer  Gary  Ray  and 
Officer  Robert  Assante. 

In  reviewing  our  records  for  the  past  year,  it  appears  that  the  major  requests  for  police 
services  lie  in  the  following  areas: 

BURGLARY:    Due  to  the.  isolation  of  many  residences  and  also  to  the  many  summer  residences, 
burglary  appears  to  be  a  major  problem  in  Deerfield.   Citizens  can  assist  the 
department  by  letting  us  know  when  you  are  away  for  an  extended  period  of 
time.  Our  department  will  make  every  effort  to  periodically  check  your  prop- 
erty. You  can  also  help  your  neighbors,  as  well,  by  reporting  any  suspicious 
person  or  vehicle  that  seems  foreign  to  your  area. 

THEFTS:      Here,  again,  this  crime  can  be  lessened  by  citizen  assistance  in  that  doors 
to  your  garage  and  home  should  be  kept  closed  and  locked  -  locking  gas  caps 
should  be  used  -  bikes  and  motorcycles  should  be  kept  locked  or  chained  when 
left  in  the  open  -  and  again,  you  should  report  any  suspicious  person  or 
vehicle. 

ACCIDENTS:   Although  there  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  prevent  accidents,  citizens 
should  be  made  aware  that  road  conditions  during  the  xri.nter  months  can  be 
hazardous .  Winter  driving  should  be  adjusted  to  road  conditions  and  not  to 
the  posted  speed  limits  which  no  one  should  exceed.  Your  stopping  distance 
on  slippery  roads  can  more  than  double,  so  please  slow  down. 

STRAY  ANIMALS: 

Although  this  is  not  a  imjor  problem,  many  hours  are  spent  rounding  up  stray 
dogs  and  in  trying  to  locate  their  rightful  owners.  A  mandatory  leash  law 
means  a  more  strict  compliance  to  this  law  will  be  necessary.  Any  person  who 
has  a  missing  animal  should  notify  this  police  department. 

BICYCLE  REGISTRATION: 

The  police  department  will,  at  no  charge,  register  all  bicycles  in  Deerfield. 
Call  the  department  in  advance  for  an  appointment. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  Deerfield  Police  Department  to  have  regular  office  hours 
each  week.  This  schedule  will  be  posted  on  the  door  of  the  police  station  as  well  as  in 
the  post  office.  Persons  with  non-emergency  type  calls  should  utilize  this  service.  All 
are  welcome  to  visit  our  facilities  at  the  police  department.

FA  vKS  AND  RECREATION 

1980  saw  the  Community  Ball  Field  being  used  by  many  different  groups  of  individuals. 
Baseball,  sof tball,  tag  football  and  soccer  teams  used  the  facilities  daily  from  April  to 
late  November.  It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  the  actual  number  of  participants  who 
used  the  field  but  a  conservative  estimate  of  500  people  would  not  be  too  far  off. 

We  have  several  more  additions  to  the  field.  First,  a  new  walk  up  ramp  has  been  con- 
structed leading  up  to  the  big  ball  diamond.  Also,  we  finally  had  the  use  of  the  well 
donated  by  our  local  well  contractors.  For  the  first  time  the  soccer  field  complete  with 
soccer  goals  was  used  by  our  George  B-  White  soccer  team.  From  comments  passed  on  to  the 
committee,  surrounding  teams  who  come  here  to  play  our  teams  are  continually  praising  our 
facilities  as  the  best  around.  We  are  sure  you  all  are  as  proud  as  we  are,  as  you  see  the 
many  young  people  who  are  busy  playing  there,  rather  than  just  hanging  around. 

Several  minor  improvements  still  have  to  be  made  along  with  the  annual  maintenance  of 
the  field.  As  usual  we  still  need  a  lot  of  volunteer  help  and  certainly  wish  those  who 
use  the  complex  will  take  pride  in  it  and  will  start  giving  us  a  hand  when  we  call  for 
help.  There  is  always  a  handful  of  dedicated  people  who  always  help  out  but  there  are 
many  who  when  asked  are  always  too  busy  with  other  things  but  who  somehow  always  find  time 
to  use  the  field. 

We  want  to  stress  two  rules  regarding  the  complex.  First,  there  is  to  be  no  use  of 
any  type  of  alcholic  beverages  on  the  premises  and  second,  all  parking  of  vehicles  must 
be  done  in  the  parking  lot.  For  some  reason  some  people  feel  they  have  the  right  to  park 
along  the  highway  even  though  there  are  "no  parking"  signs  there.  This  year  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  police  department  we  will  be  enforcing  the  "no  parking"  rule.

A  fee 
of  $25.00  to  cover  public  notice  costs  plus  $1.^0  (certified  mail  -  return  receipt)  for 
each  abutter  to  the  property  is   required  with  the  application. 

Hearings  are  normally  scheduled  for  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month,  ten  days  after 
publication  of  the  notice.

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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  INC.  REPORT 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  continues  as  a  Certified  Home  Health  Agency  covering 
nine  towns  -  six  in  Strafford  County  and  three  in  Rockingham  County.  .  .... 

Many  long  hours  of  research  and  organization  was  done  by  selectmen  and  concerned  citi- 
zens of  the  towns  from  1966  until  the  first  visit  was  made  on  May  5,  1969- 

The  priority  service  is  the  care  of  the  sick  program  which  includes  visiting  nurses, 
physical  therapist,  occupational  therapist,  speech  therapist  and  home  health  aides,  pro- 
viding visits  in  the  patient's  home.  The  agency  also  has  contracts  for  home  health  aide 
with  the  Strafford  County  Home  Health  Aide  program  and  Portsmouth  Area  Home  Health  Aide 
program. 

A  Maternal  &  Child  Health  program  is  offered  to  all  children  from  any  of  the  member 
towns,  and  includes  physicals,  immunizations,  teaching  and  counseling  for  ages  0-6  years. 
It  also  provides  home  visits  to  the  newborns  on  request  and  any  follow-up  care  as  requested 
by  physicians. 

A  Dental  program  is  also  provided  by  the  MCH  Program  and  the  Pre -School  Dental  Services 
and  is  held  for  children  3-6  years,  which  includes  cleaning,  and  flouride  treatments  twice 
a  year  with  referrals  to  local  dentists  for  follow-up  care  when  needed.  The  program  also 
works  closely  with  the  Women  &  Infant  Children  Nutrition  Program  and  the  Strafford  County 
Prenatal  &  Family  Planning  Program. 

The  agency  also  holds  monthly  adult  health  maintenance  program  which  provides  blood 
pressure  checks,  diabetic  ar.d  anemia  screenings,  nutrition  counseling  and  special  diets  and 
weight  control. 

The  first  and  third  Wednesdays  screenings  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Farmington  for 
the  towns  of  Farmington  Middleton,  and  New  Durham.  The  second  Wednesday  they  are  held  at 
the  Town  Hall  in  Northwood,  Nottingham,  Deerfield,  Barrington  and  Strafford;  the  fourth 
Wednesday  they  are  held  in  Milton  at  the  Milton  Eealth  Center.  They  all  start  at  1:00  P.M. 
and  continue  until  all  patients  are  seen  -  the  program'  is  open  to  any  one  in  the  area.. 
Within  the  next  grant  year,  the  agency  looks  to  providing  an  ongoing  program  in  Barrington 
area.  ■ 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  cooperates  with  other  agencies  in  the  area  to  provide 
a  continuation  of  good  health  and  social  services  to  its  member  towns. 

The  agency  with  the  cooperation  of  Friebie  Hospital  provides  a  discharge  referral 
coordinator  who  assist-  the  social  services  department  at  the  hospital  and  the  patient's 
physicians  to  continue  care  as  needed  from  the  hospital  to  the  patient's  home.  The  hospital 
funds  this  program  in  part  with  the  council. 

The  strength  of  the  Council  lies  with  the  dedicated  staff  who  many  times  devote  them- 
selves above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  reflecting  the  nurse  who  cares  for  people. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  voted  to  decrease  the  per  capita  cost  by  .20^  with  a  result 
of  $3.00  per  capita  for  the  fiscal  year  198I.   The  Board  voted  to  attempt  a  pilot  study  of 
asking  for  a  $2.00  donation  at  clinic  sites,  a  $1.00  donation  will  be  asked  for  office 
visits  and  a  donation  for  the  Elderly  Screening  Clinics,  all  effective  January  1,  I98I. 

The  Board  voted  to  become  a  United  Way  Agency;  the  grant  was  increased  for  the  Maternal 
&  Child  Health  Program  through  the  efforts  of  the  Community  Health  Care  Association.  The 
Agency  also  has  an  increase  in  the  State  Council  on  Aging  ^rant  and  the  Referral  Coordinator. 
The  total  population  has  increased  751  residents.  With  this  added  income  the  Finance  Comm- 
ittee feel  the  Council  can  continue  to  provide  the  many  needed  services  to  its  member  towns. 

Home  Health  Agencies  are  delivering  relatively  inexpensive  care  to  rural  residents  who 
might  otherwise  have  no  access  to  such  care. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  for  your  town  170  skilled  nursing  visits,  256 
home  health  aide  visits,  and  k-2   therapy  visits,  there  have  been  kl   child  health  home  visits 
and  6l  children  have  attended  the  Child  Health  Program.

NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER,  INC.  REPORT 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  is  a  community  health  center  offering  general  family 
.care  for  all  ages.  It  provides  preventive,  routine  and  emergency  care  as  well  as  home 
visits.  Use  of  health  center  services  increased  by  l$ffo   over  the  past  year. 

Sarah  Oxnard,  M.D.,  Michael  Lewis,  R.P.A.,  and  Anne  Fawcett,  A. R.N. P.,  M.S.N,  continue 
to  provide  care  as  members  of  the  medical  team.   In  addition  Barbara  Janeway,  M.S.N. , 
joined  the  health  center  staff  in  November  of  I98O.  Barbara  is  a  recent  graduate  of  the 
Yale  University  Family  Nurse  Practitioner  Program.   The  medical  team  also  includes  regis- 
tered nurses,  a  health  aid  and  community  health  workers. 

The  community  health  work  rs  coordinate  preventive  screening  clinics  to  detect  potential 
health  hazards,  hold  informative  workshops  for  the  public  and  act  as  liaison  between  the 
medical  providers  and  the  patient.  To  make  a  medical  appointment,  call  the  center  at 
603-659-3IO6  or  toll-free  at  1 -800-582-7279- 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  also  operates  a  senior  citizen  transportation 
service.  Service  utilization  increased  I9/0  area -wide  to  over  23,000  rides  per  year  in  I98O. 
The  Transportation  Program  provides  regularly  scheduled  bus  services  to  the  elderly  of 
Deerfield  and  other  area  towns.  The  service  enables  seniors  to  remain  independent,  self- 
sufficient,  and  active  by  providing  rides  to  needed  services,  including  medical,  shopping 
and  recreational  trips.   The  addition  of  a  new  van  equipped  with  a  hydraulic  lift  had  in- 
creased cur  capability  to  transport  the  handicapped.  This  lift  allows  individuals  confined 
Jo  a  wheelchair  to  use  our  service.  For  more  information  about  the  Senior  Citizens  Trans-

SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  PLANNING  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Commission  is  a  voluntary  association  of  local  governments 
acting  together  to  address  regional  needs  and  priorities  indentified  by  your  municipal  rep- 
resentatives. 

The  Commission's  member  communities  have  many  common  concerns  which  can  often  be  resolved 
more  effectively  and  efficiently  on  a  cooperative  basis.  The  economies  that  are  achieved 
hy   an  areawide  approach  to  these  concerns,  through  Commission  programs,  produce  substantial 
savings  for  local  taxpayers  by  pooling  their  limited  resources  --  providing  members  with 
material,  data  and  professional  services  that  few  communities  could  easily  afford  on  an  in- 
dividual basis . 
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Through  the  Commission's  regional  planning  and  transportation  programs,  a  variety  of 
reports  and  data  are  developed  on  an  annual  basis  and  made  available  to  local  officials  to 
help  them  deal  with  some  of  their  day -to  day  responsibilities.  Such  material  is  often  used 
to  support  locally-initiated  public  improvement  projects,  some  of  which  can  be  financially 
assisted  with  State  and  Federal  funds. 

Included  among  the  Commission's  accomplishments  during  the  past  year,  under  our  regional 
and  transportation  planning  elements  were: 

a  "Catalog  of  Selected  State  and  Local  Development  Permits".  This  document  indentifies 
the  various  permits  that  may  be  required,  in  addition  to  subdivision  and  site  plan 
approval  prior  to  undertaking  construction  in  the  communities ; 

a  draft  "National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Administrative  Handbook"  recently  edited  by 
officials  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency.  Printing  of  the  final  draft  is 
expected  in  1981  to  be  followed  by  distribution  to  local  officials; 

the  review  and  comment  on  195  funding  applications,  submitted  by  a  variety  of  local, 
state  and  non-profit  agencies  and  organizations,  to  provide  or  continue  many  projects 
and  programs  benefiting  member  communities  and  their  residents; 

receipt  of  unconditional  certification  of  the  Commission's  metropolitan  area  transpor- 
tation planning  program.  This  marked  the  first  time  in  the  l4-year  history  of  the  Comm- 
ission that  all  prerequisites  for  continued  federal  financial  assistance  to  implement 
recommended  highway  and  public  transit  system  improvements  had  been  satisfied.  The 
SNHPC  is  one  of  possibly  three  metropolitan  planning  organizations  in  all  of  New  England 
to  enjoy  this  distinction. 

Local  Planning  Assistance  Services

Provided  the  Planning  Board  with  a  listing  of  the  types  of  industries  that  should  be 
considered  as  potential  sources  of  high  levels  of  air  pollution; 

Provided  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the 
Building  Inspector  with  notices  and  schedules  of  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series  held 
during  the  fall; 

Provided  copies  of  the  Office  of  State  Planning  publication  Planning  and  Development 
Techniques,  Options  for  Managing  Growth  in  N.H.  for  the  Planning  Board; 

Conducted  a  workshop  on  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development's  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  Program  competition  for  fiscal  year  I98I  funding  to  which  Town 
Officials  were  invited; 

Reviewed  amendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance  adopted  by  the  March,  I98O  Town  Meeting  and 
prepared  updated  typed  copy  of  the  complete  ordinance  for  the  Planning  Board; 

Met  with  the  Administrative  Assistant  to  review  requirements  for  the  preparation  of  a 
possible  Farmer's  Home  Administration  application  to  finance  an  addition  to  the  Town  Hall 

Reviewed  two  subdivision  proposals  at  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board; 

Conducted  an  on-site  inspection  of  a  proposed  gravel  excavation  operation; 

Attended  a  public  hearing  on  proposed  improvements  to  N.H.  Route  107; 

Provided  graphic  art  services  to  prepare  a  cover  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance, 
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Provided  the  Planning  Board  with  copies  of  the  Office  of  State  Planning  Publication 
A  Guide  for  Evaluatin g  Development  Proposals, 

Prepared  a  statistical,  socioeconomic  and  cultural  profile  of  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
including  data  on  population,  housing,,  land  use,  the  economy  an  inventory  of  trans- 
portation and  community  services  available  to  residents,  and  pertinent  planning  and 
governmental  information  of  interest  to  potential  commercial  and  industrial  develop- 
ers and  prospective  residents,  and 

Provided  the  George  B.  White  School  and  the  Public  Library  with  copies  of  Commission 
reports,  newsletters,  and  a  variety  of  state  and  federal  agency  publications.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  I960,  the  Conservation  Commission  was  active  in  the  following: 

Sponsored  Donald  Smith  Coe -Brown  Academy,  at  a  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Foresxs  Conservation  Summer  Camp  and  we  hope  to  continue  this  worthwhile  educational 
program  in  19bl  for  a  high  school  student  from  Deerfield. 

Processed  a  number  of  Dredge  and-Fill  applications  as  is  required  by  New  Hampshire  law. 

Worked  with  sportsmen's  and  other  groups  to  enhance  the  wildlife  habitat  at  the  McNeal 
and  Lindsay  Woods  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Commission  also  continues  to  evaluate  the 
multiple  use  possibilities  of  these  two  valuable  Town  properties. 

Began  a  Soils  Map  Program  for  the  Town  which  is  the  basis  for  any  meaningful  conserva- 
tion effort  and  is  required  by  NH  statutes . 

Assisted  residents  with  Scenic  Road  petitions.  The  Conservation  Commission  does  NOT 
originate  such  petitions.   It  is  felt  that  the  residents  and  abutters  for  scenic  road 
consideration  should  properly  be  the  originators. 

Furnished  the  School  and  Library  with  conservation  oriented  educational  materials. 

Designated  Saturday,  May  2,  1981,  as  Earth  Day  for  roadside  cleanup  and  improvement 
and  a  Geo.  B.  White  School  conservation  project. 

Assisted  in  the  preparation  of  the  Town  Master  Plan  by  designating  those  geographic 
areas  of  primary  conservation  concern. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  is  also  concerned  about  the  fate  of  Freese's  Pond.  The  pond 
has  been  a  town  asset  in  the  pact  and  should  be  in  the  future,  instead  of  a  public  eye  ■ 
sore  as  it  now  stands.  Freeses  Pond  not  only  is  of  conservation  concern,  its  loss  poses 
potential  health  hazards  particularly  for  the  immediate  residents  and  the  loss  of  a  water 
supply  for  fire  fighting  among  other  considerations.  The  Commission  supports  a  reasona- 
ble, quick  and  permanent  solution  and  will  assist  in  any  effort  to  preserve  this  vital 
town  resource. 

The  loss  of  trees  alongside  our  major  roads  has  been  on  the  increase  throughout  New  Hamp- 
shire. One  of  the  principal  reasons  has  been  the  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  salt  dur- 
ing the  winter.  The  Commission  feels  a  reasonable  balance  can  be  acheived  between  keeping 
our  roads  open  and  safe  and  the  overuse  of  salt  that  is  environmentally  damaging. 

Acid  rain,  illegal  hazardous  materials  dumping,  the  water  quality  of  our  lakes  and  streams

The 
Budget  Committee  recommends  only  the  sum  of  $9,500.00. 

12-  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  capital  im- 
provements and  operating  expenses  including  the  salaries  of  School  District  Officials,  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  and  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  form  the 
State  Equalization  Fund,  and  all  other  income,  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Select- 
men the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town.

SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

The  19  80-81  school  year  has  been  a  year  of  positive  growth  and  stabilization  for  the 
Deerfield  School  District.  Many  new  programs  and  procedures  have  been  instituted  to  the 
benefit  of  the  staff,  parents  and  children  within  the  district. 

Under  the  guidance  and  coordinating  efforts  of  Peter  Sweet,  Principal,  great  strides 
have  taken  place  in  the  educational  system  in  Deerfield.  The  staff  has  approached  their 
teaching  tasks  and  responsibilities  as  individuals  working  on  a  Team.  The  G.  B.  White's 
staff  commitments  and  responsiveness  to  educational  concerns  are  leading  to  greater  qual- 
ity education.  The  School  Board  is  appreciative  of  their  commitment.  So  many  changes 
and  new  programs  have  become  part  of  the  educational  program  at  George  B.  White  School, 
it  is  difficult  to  name  them  all,  but  some  of  the  highlights  are  -  the  new  individualized 
reading  program,  completed  curriculum  guides,  greater  student  and  staff  spirit,  7th  grade 
outdoor  life  educational  program,  the  new  Student/Parent  Handbooks,  the  new  staff  hand- 
book, new  activities  as  part  of  the  winter  enrichment  program,  the  positive  effect  of  no 
split  classes,  and  greater  coordination  and  use  of  library  facilities. 

The  area  of  transportation  is  a  constant  concern  to  the  school  board,  but  this  past 
year  has.  seen  more  consistant  control  of  transportation  issues  because  of  the  new  bus 
coordinator  position.  The  duties  of  the  bus  coordinator  are  to  coordinate  bus  routes 
(with  the  help  of  a  volunteer  parent  Advisory  Committee),  teach  the  course  for  certifica- 
tion, arrange  for  use  of  buses  for  field  trips,  handle  discipline  problems  incurred  on  the 
bus,  provide  responsibility  for  drivers,  pre -trip  inspections,  maintenance  of  bus  and 
keeping  records  to  include  gas  usage,  mileage,  money  from  high  school  bus  run  and  state 
forms . 

Maintenance  of  the  G.  B.  White  School  building  is  another  concern  to  the  school  board. 
Replacement  of  the  roof  in  sections  of  the  new  addition  seem  imparative1  as  continued  patch- 
ing has  not  improved  the  situation.   Insulation  and  storm  windows  in  the  new  section  would 
.also  decrease  heating  costs.  A  preventative  .maintenance  program  has  been  worked  out  to 
keep  up  with  the  care  of  the  building.  Thanks  to  our  outstanding  school  janitorial  staff 
many  of  our  maintenance  problems  are  taken  care  of  by  them  which  is  a  considerable  cost 
savings  to  the  school  district.  We  now  have  a  use  of  the  facilities  policy,  which  is  a 
guideline  for  individuals  or  groups  using  the  G.  B.  White  School  Building. 

The  area  of  energy  conservation  within  our  school  building  is  of  serious  concern  to  the 
School  Board  because  of  the  cost  implications.  This  issue  seems  to  lack  support  in  the 
community  since  no  one  responded  or  came  to  our  first  energy  conservation  meeting.  In  the 
1981-82  budget  the  Board  is  proposing  that  money  be  appropriated  and  spent  to  make  the 
building  more  energy  efficient.  This,  in  the  long  run  will  lower  the  extremely  high  costs 
of  maintaining  the  building  at  present. 
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Special  education  is  an  issue  which  is  being  handled  by  our  competent  staff.  Our  Pupil 
Placement  Team  and  Special  Education  Coordinator  have  worked  many  long  hours  with  teachers, 
pupils,  parents  and  outside  school  resources  to  develop  and  see  that  adequate  programs 
and  services  are  provided  for  our  special  needs  children. 

A  continuing  and  constant  concern  of  the  Deerfield  School  Board  is  the  spiraling  costs 
of  gas,  oil,  electricity,  and  special  educational  services.  The  proposed  budget  shows 
this  spiraling  cost,  but  if  the  positive  educational  program  at  the  George  B.  White  School 
is  not  to  be  harmed,  serious  consideration  needs  to  be  given  to  any  cutting  of  the  pro- 
posed budget.  Many  problems  and  solutions  do  not  lie  within  the  control  of  the  School 
District  but  to  our  national  economy  and  serious  inflation  trends. 

In  closing,  I'd  like  to  express  my  deepest  thanks  to  those  who  have  worked  so  many  hours 
and  in  such  enthusiastic  and  dedicated  team  spirit  -  Lana  Stevens ,  Peter  Sweet,  George 
Humphrey,  Robin  Talkowski  and  Dr.  Gerald  Croteau.

SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL  REPORT 

This  year  several  changes  have  been  implemented  into  the  reading  program.  A  consistent 
time  has  been  established  for  Grades  1-6.  During  this  time  students  are  cross -graded 
according  to  their  reading  abilities.  The  emphasis  is  not  only  on  learning  and  maintain- 
ing necessary  skills,  but  also  applying  and  using  these  skills  in  a  variety  of  ways.  From 
all  indications,  students  are  experiencing  greater  individual  growth. 

The  staff  was  reorganized  so  that  the  George  B.  White  School  Library  is  available  to 
the  students  on  a  full-time  basis.  Due  to  this  change,  a  greater  amount  of  books  are  being 
circulated  throughout  the  student  population,  while  at  the  same  time,  tighter  controls  over 
this  operation  have  made  it  extremely  cost -efficient. 

For  the  second  year,  our  faculty  has  been  involved  in  a  curriculum  development  study 
which,  when  completed,  will  provide  sequential  programs  of  studies  in  Reading/ Language 
Arts,  Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science.  This  is  a  monumental  task  and  one  that  has 
required  great  dedication  and  cooperation  from  each  staff  member. 

The  George  B.  White  School,  along  with  other  schools  in  Supervisory  Union  #53>  ^as  ^e" 
veloped  an  educational  accountability  plan.  This  plan  will  assess  the  level  of  competence 
of  our  children  in  the  area  of  English  and  communications  skills,  Mathematics  and  Social 
Studies.  There  will  be  future  projects  for  Science  and  Affective  Education. 

The  Enrichment  Program  continues  to  be  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  school  year.  Under 
the  direction  of  Paul  Yergeau,  the  following  activities  were  available  for  students  to 
choose  from:  Cooking,  Auto  Mechanics,  Wrestling,  Sewing,  Embroidery  Film  Making,  Arts  and 
Crafts,  Drama,  Photography,  Paper  Mache,  Pottery,  School  Repairs,  Newspaper,  Volleyball, 
Bowling,  Stained  Glass  and  Skiing.  The  P.T.O.  has  generously  funded  this  program. 

The  Special  Education  at  our  school  was  evaluated  by  the  State  this  past  year.   I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  our  staff  and  services  were  very  highly  rated.  Members  of  the  Pupil 
Placement  Team;  Mary  Benton,  Marsha  Rose,  Barbara  Kneeland,  Linda  Cubellis  and  Hal  Stevens, 
deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit.  The  area  we  needed  to  improve  upon  was  in  the  required 
paperwork.  Marsha  Rose  has  assumed  this  responsibility  at  the  George  B.  White  School  and 
Jackie  Adams  at  the  Supervisory  Union  level.  Because  of  their  efforts,  this  is  no  longer 
a  concern. 

Thanks  are  in  order  to  those  members  who  served  on  the  Advisory  Committee.  They  are: 
Ramona  Stevens,  Jane  Miller,  Ann  Ryan,  Paul  Yergeau,  Mary  Benton  and  Sandy  Ellis.  Under 
their  leadership  the  initial  year  of  this  program  was  quite  successful.  The  purpose  of 
this  group  is  to  act  as  a  joint  management  council  and  to  work  with  me  in  setting  goals, 
establishing  meaningful  programs,  and  maintaining  good  rapport  within  the  school. 
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I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  give  a  lion's  share  of  the  credit  for  this  fine  school 
to  the  excellent  faculty  we  are  blessed  with.  Often  times  the  public  is  not  aware  of  the 
dedication  and  giving  of  oneself  on  the  part  of  each  staff  member.  Education  requires  a 
lot  beyond  the  regular  school  day.  Teaching  is  really  caring  and  sharing  your  life  with 
the  students  you  serve.  Our  school  secretary,  school  aides,  custodial  staff,  nurse  and 
cafeteria  staff  also  deserve  special  recognition  for  excellence.  In  addition,  I  would 
like  to  thank  Maxine  Arnold  for  coordinating  our  school  volunteer  program  and  Phil  Bilodeau 
and  Sandy  Cassier  for  our  successful  Parent-Teacher  Organization. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  offer  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  Croteau  and  his  staff  for  their 
support;  the  School  Board,  which  makes  many  of  the  difficult  decisions  so  vital  to  success; 
and  certainly  the  group  without  whose  support  we  could  not  offer  a  quality  education  to 
our  students — The  Taxpayers  of  Deerfield.

Saturday,  March  29,  1980;  Deerfield  Town  Hall 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1:05  PM  by  the  Moderator,  James  A.  Mclntyre. 

Moderator  listed  rules  for  the  meeting:  Robert's  Rules,  as  modified  by  the  Moderator,  no 
smoking  except  in  designated  areas,  non-voters  to  sit  in  designated  area;  no  more  than  two 
amendments  allowed  per  warrant  article.  On  motions,  when  discussion  has  begun,  the  Maker 
will  speak  first,  then  others  will  raise  hands  and  wait  to  be  recognized.  Speakers  will 
be  allowed  three  minutes.  Please  use  microphones  and  state  name  before  beginning  to  speak. 
Vote  will  be  by  voice  or  by  hand,  unless  secret  ballot  has  been  previously  requested. 
Moderator  ruled  that  teachers  who  are  not  residents  may  speak  to  issues  but  will  not  vote. 

Moderator  introduced  the  following  persons:  Mr.  Wayne  Baran,  Business  Manager  of  Super- 
visory Union  #53i  Dr.  Gerald  Croteau,  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  #53;  Mr.  Peter 
Sweet,  Principal  of  the  George  B.  White  School,  Mr.  Joseph  Stone,  Mrs.  Judith  Bush  and  Mr. 
Jonathan  Winslow,  Members  of  the  Deerfield  School  Board,  Mr.  James  Mclntyre,  Moderator  of 
the  School  District,  Mrs.  Nancy  Guyette,  Clerk  of  the  Deerfield  School  District;  and  Mrs. 
Lana  Stevens,  Assistant  Clerk. 

Moderator  proceeded  to  read  the  Warrant: 

ARTICLE  1:  Motion  made  by  Jonathan  Winslow  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by 
Alvin  Upper.   It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  the  motion  was  declared  carried. 

ARTICLE  2:  Motion  made  by  Jonathan  Winslow  to  accept  the  motion  as  read,  seconded  by 
Joseph  Stone.  Mr.  Winslow  explained  that  these  amounts  were  federal  funds  expected  to  be 
received.  William  Sanborn  requested  further  information  on  items  1,  2,  and  k   and  George 
Menard  asked  the  same  for  item  3.  After  a  more  complete  explanation  by  Mr.  Croteau,  there 
was  no  further  discussion.   It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  the  motion  was 
declared  carried. 

ARTICLE  3:   Motion  made  by  Jonathan  Winslow  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by 
Joseph  Stone.   Mr.  Winslow  explained  that  this  authorized  the  School  Board  to  apply  for 
federal  monies  that  may  be  available  during  the  year.   Erick  Berglund  moved  that  the 
article  be  amended  by  striking  the  word  "expend"  and  substituting  the  word  "receive"  so 
that  the  article  would  read  "...to  apply  for  and  receive  on  behalf..."  Seconded  by  Willis 
Rollins,  Jr.  Mr.  Berglund  explained  the  reason  for  his  amendment  is  that  the  district 
cannot  expend  monies  unless  the  Town  and  the  MBC  act  on  it.  Voice  vote  was  taken  on  the 
amendment  and  declared  in  the  affirmative.  William  Sanborn  cautioned  the  School  Board  and 
the  MBC  about  accepting  monies.  Donald  Tomilson  offered  an  amendment  to  add  after  Article 
2  "provided  that  the  School  District  will  not  be  thereby  required  to  raise  any  money  by 
local  taxation  in  this  or  subsequent  years  as  the  result  of  adopting  Article  3"-  This  was 
seconded  by  William  Sanborn.  Discussion  followed.  Vote  was  by  hand,  26  Yea,  39  Nay. 
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The  motion  to  amend  did  not  carry.   It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  on  Article  3 
as  amended. 

ARTICLE  h:     Before  this  article  was  read,  an  explanation  was  given  that  this  article  was 
part  of  a  package  for  the  entire  Supervisory  Union  #53.  Three  out  of  the  five  towns  in- 
volved had  voted  in  favor  of  this  article;  therefore,  Deerfield  was  obliged  to  accept  it. 
Motion  was  made  by  Jonathan  Winslow  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Christian 
Wins  low.  Jonathan  Winslow  explained  that  6O/0  of  the  towns  had  to  vote  approval  and  that 
this  60$>  had  to  represent  60°/0  of  the  students  in  the  Union.  Erick  Berglund  explained 
that  the  MBC  did  not  recommend  acceptance  of  this  article  because  they  had  not  received 
a  job  description  of  this  position.  Discussion  followed.   It  was  stated  that  the  towns 
of  Pembroke,  Aliens town,  and  Epsom  had  voted  in  favor  of  the  article,  Chichester  had  voted 
against.  Dr.  Croteau  explained  what  the  position  of  coordinator  would  entail.  Mr.  Stone 
explained  the  cost  per  child  for  handicapped  children.  A  voice  vote  was  declared  division 
cf  the  house  and  a  vote  by  hand  was  taken.   31  Yea,  3^  Nay.  The  article  was  defeated. 

■ARTICLE  5:  Jonathan  Winslow  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Bush. 
Mr.  Stone  moved  to  amend  the  article  by  adding  "If  the  property  is  not  used  for  the  said 
purpose  of  a  fire  sub  stition  on  the  lot  or  on  the  property  of  the  Alexander's,  then  the 
deed  shall  revert,  back  to  said  School  District."  This  was  seconded  by  Jonathan  Winslow. 
A  voice  vote  on  the  amendment  was  in  the  affirmative  and  the  amendment  was  adopted.  A 
voice  vote  on  the  main  motion  was  in  the  rffirmative  and  Article  5  as  amended  was  declared 
passed. 

ARTICLE  6:  Erick  Berglund  moved  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read,  seconded  by  John 
Williams.   General  discussion  followed.

Robin  Talkowski  moved  the  question, 
seconded  by  George  Keech,  Voice  vote  on  moving  the  question  in  the  affirmative.  Vote  on 
the  amendment  was  by  voice  in  the  negative.  The  amendment  did  not  carry.
